juſt Cauſe: Bur if from rhe fullneſs of an untant- 
ed Heart, and H rong Affection for his Country, 
he preſumes to differ in his Sentiments from 7he 
hot. headed Party- Zealots in point of Government, 


and is bold enough to ſhow his Diſlike of the 


Meaſures publickly purſued and a: ow'd; the 
Manner in which ſuch an one may be treated 
upon certain political ConjunCtures, is ſhocking 
to every thinking Man, of which I am a remark- 
able Inftance; as may be fully ſeen in the follow- 
ing ſheets, which, I hope every Reader will go 
thro" attentively and unprejudiced, according to

like ours, the greateſt Evil to be avoided, is Tyran- 


ay, properly to called; z. e an uncqual Share of 
Power: Ic matters not where it is lodg d, whe- 
ther in the Hand of Ons, ot the Few, or the 
Many. Thele are the Jenets | have always 
embrac'd: My Actions have declar'd the Senti- 
ments of my Heart, and belpeak me to be, what 
my Perſecutors only pretended to be. In all 


Reigns, and under every Admuniltration, I'm for 


being governed by the lame Principles, and not 
carried away by every Wind ot political Doctrine, 
— by Sounds and Names only, when the Things 
thac were originally meant by 'em are diop'd 
in ſo open and undiſguis d a Manner. 

As it is therefore the peculiar Happineſs of the 
Britiſh Conſtitution, that the ſupreme Legiſla- 


tive Authority is lodg'd in 3 diſtinct Orders, vi-.

King, Lords, and Commons, ſo tis eſſential to the 
Preſervation of this wiſe Eſtabliſhment, that one 
of theſe Orders ſhould not controul or influence 
the other; for was that Time ever to happen, 
wherein the Equilibrium ſhould be deſtroyed; 
then will ours be turned into an ab/elute Monar- 
chy ; ſince it is demonſtrable from rhe Cale of 
France, and ſome other Countries, that it is not 
the Form, but the Freedom of Parliament, which 
is neceſſary to the Preſervation of Liberty. I 
mult add, chat whilſt the {-ptennial Act remains 
in Force, there is more Occaſhon to guard againſt 
any Infivence of this Kind. I herefore the longer 
Time here is becwixt Elections, the more we 
ſhould be upon ur Guard. "ak 

There is no Point, in which all unbiaſsd Men 
of Probity and nood Senſe, are fo generally a- 
erced, as the Independency ot Parliament; and 
whatever deſtroys thus {ndependency, maſt deftray 
our Conſtitution. This tuerefore, we ſhould 
guard againſt, whatcver tbe Euemies of our Con- 
ſiutution (who, yet perhaps will have the Arro- 
gance to pretend to call themſelves the Friends 
of the Government) may ſay, to amuſe and im- 
poſe upon the weak, ignorant, and trifling Part 
of Mankind. A omina boneſt a praeremumur 
vitiis. 

It is a common Maxim, that a Houſe divided 
againſt itſelf can t ſtand. But our Houſe of Com- 
mons is an Exception to that general Rule; for 
may ſafely ſay, that if ever che Members of 
chat Houlc are of one Opinion, or continue to 
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att as if they were ſo; chat from that Hr we 
may date the Completion of the Ruin of our Li- 
bertics. For it is very evident, that were they 
all of one Side for the Miniflry, we ſhould be in 
t of being Slaves; were they all apainſt 
the Miniſtry, the Wheels of Government would 


be fo clogg d, that the neceſſary Motions could 


not be performed. Hence the Neceſſity of dit- 


Ferenc Parties is apparent: But this may be far- 


ther illuſtrated by a remarkable Example in good 
Elizabeth s Miniſtry, which was com- 
-paled of Men of both Parties; for then ſhe heard 


what both Sides had to offer upon every Occa- 


ſion, and was thereby better enabled to form 
her Judgement. It alſo kept a proper Check 
upon the Miniſters, who were continually jealous 
of one another, and deterred them from raking 
ſuch Steps, which they might have been tempted 
io rake, had they found themſelves ab"olute in 
the Royal Favour, and had a Parliament ar their 
- Command. 

The Wiſdom of this is confirmed by the Ex- 
-perience of her Reign; for whilſt ſhe played 


Cecil againſt Leice/ter, and Eſſex againſt Cecil; 


every Thing went on proſperouſſy, and the turn- 


ed the Ballance between them as ſhe pleaſed: 
But when Leiceſter was dead, and ſhe had ſuffer- 
ed Eſſex to be beheaded, chere was no Body 
left t enough to make a ſtand againſt 
Cecili party, who grew abſolute, and the Glory 
of her N continued to decline wich her 
* | 


I have now ſhewn chat the Houle of Com. 
mons

mons ought to be independant, and the Neceſſity 
of having two Parties therein kept on Foot, as a 
Chec. upon one another; for ſuppoſing each 
Party to be equal; neither durſt attempt to en- 
croach upon, eicher the King's Prerogative, or 
the Liberties of the Subject; becaule the few, who 
might go over to the oppoſite Side, would al- 
ways be able to turn the Scales. Another Advan- 
tage would ariſe from this near Equallity, that it 
would always be a Check upon Hranical or ra- 
pacious Miniſters; for it They are % bad when 
there is an Oppoſition; what would they be with- 
out one” 5 

Towards obtaining this Equality, it behoves 
every Britiſh Elector (where there are, hat we 
may call the freeſt and molt popular Elections; 
ſuch as Counties, large Cities, and large Bor- 
roughs, Sc) to ele, anci-miniſterial Members; 
becauſe, what with Court-Burroughs, Cc. Sc. Sc. 
there will be always a very conſiderable Number 
of miniſterial Members, excluſſive of the Place. 
men, Pcntoners, and thoſe who are by any 
Means to be bribed : Hence appcars the Neceſ- 
ſity of oppoling the Miniſters ſometimes at Elec- 
tions, without che leaſt Pique, or perſonal Pre- 
judice againſt them; but only to prelerve the due 
Equilibrium within Doors. Ry, 

§r. With theſe Sentiments I ſet ont into the 
World, and the firſt Opportunity I had of act- 
ing to put them in Practice, was in the Year 
1734. when Sir Rowland I/ynne, Bart. food 
Candidate to repreſent the County of Vork: IT 
was then at Wakefield, and as Temfeſt © horntor, 
Eſq; was then ſo ill, chat he was obliged to go to

Bath (where he died) and as Harpham Gree, 


Eſq; and Dr. Hodgſon were allo abſent, till near 


the Time that the Election began. The Car 


therefore of the Electors, &. in that Town wa,

Theſe Gentlemen, with many others, though 
near Neighbours of Sir Rowland Wynne, yet, 
thought him an improper Perſon to repreſent 
them in Parliament, both becauſe he had re- 
cciv'd his Education at Geneva; and becauſe he 


had declar'd his Mind openly in Fayour of the 


Extenſion of the Exciſe Laws; particularly in 


Reſpet to Wine and Tobacco. Theſe and 
many other Reaſons induc'd ſeveral of Sir Row- 
land's Acquaintance to oppoſe him. I was very 
active and vigilant in the Truſt repos'd in me: 
In ſhort, a Majority was for Sir Miles Stapylton, 
againſt Sir Rowland Wynne and Mr. Turner, not- 
withſtanding that Sir Rowland lives only three 
Miles on one Side of Wakefield, and Lord Irvin, 
his good Friend, about the ſame Diſtance on the 
other. The Election began on the Wedneſday, 
and I ſtaid 'till the Saturday Morning, and then 
went with the Remainder of the Freeholders on 


that Morning to ork, where I did ſignal Service 


by attending at one of the Booth, and prevent- 
ing ſeveral from being poll'd in an unfair Man- 
ner, and contrary to the Agreement made be- 
twixt the High Sheriff and the Candidates. 

F 2. The Election being over, and Sir Miles 
Stapylton being duly choſen, there were great 
Rejoicings amongſt his Friends every where; at 
Wakefield as well as at other places: The Popu- 


lace there took a Perſon in a Chair to repreſent 
Sir

Sir Miles, and carried him thro? the Town, a. 
long the midſt of the Streets, huzzaing and ſhew- 
ing their Joy. This ſo enrag'd ſome of Sir 
Roꝛolands Friends, that one Gentleman in par- 
ticular, muſter'd all the Men he could into his 

Court, and arm'd them; and when moſt of Sit 
Miles's Friends had paſs d his Houle, the People 
iſſued out of this Court, and aſſaulted ſeveral of 
the others, who were in the Rear; knocking 
down many, who, calling out for Aid, were im- 
mediately reliey'd by a Patty turning back, who 
drove the Aſſailants into the Place whence they 
had iſſued forth, bl 
Enrag' d at theſe Diſappointments, Sir Ro- 
lands Friends were determin'd to be reveng'd 
on the othets; and accordingly ſent Warrants, 
and took up ſeveral of thoſe as Rioters, who 
had been Rejoicing ; ſome gave Bail for their Ap- 
pearance at the Seſſions, others were committed 
to the Houle of Correction, where chey remain d 

till I return d Home from the Election at Zor#; 
which was no ſooner known, than many of 
thoſe injur'd People, or their Friends came to 
me, deſiring my Advice and Aſſiſtance. I took 
down the whole Tranſactions in Writing, and laid 
em before three or four proper Perſons; who gave 
me Directions how to proceed in every Reſpect, 
and to ſend ſome Perſons to bail thoſe in Cuſtody. 
This proyok d the other Party, becauſe by their 
Method of proceeding, they were in Hopes here- 
after of gaining their Point, eſpecially among the 
lower Claſs of Ereeholders. I ſtood op im the 
Delence of theſe injur d People, and went 7

Bradford Seſſions, where they were bound over 


How honourable an Office is a juſtice of 
Peace, when executed with Integrity! But if 


we ſhou'd be fo unfortunate hereafter, to find 


Perſons capable of perverting this glorious In- 
ſtitution to the vileſt of Purpoſes ; when inſtead 
of punifhing, they ſhall endeavour to ſcreen Vik 
lains from Juſtice, what a miſerable Situation 


wor'd the Britons then be in? but I hope that 


will never be our Caſe. 
$3. Ir is well known, that one of the greateſt 
Priviledges we got by the Magna Charta, is to be 


tried by a Jury lawfully choſen; this, at one Blow | 


was attempted to be broke thro. I ſhall relate 
the whole Affair as near as I can. As I had made 
the Diſcovery of this Attempt, I told it to ſome 
of the Juſtices who were Sir Miles Stapylton's 
Friends, and were then at Bradford Seſſions. 


They order d the under Sheriff, or his Deputy 


into Court; he appear'd, and being ſworn, was 


aſked, if he had ſummon'd, the Jury legally: 


which he anſwered in the Affirmative, and gave 
in a Liſt of the Names of thoſe he had ſummon- 
ed, according to the legal and cuſtomary Man- 


ner. But this Liſt differing from that, by which 


the Court called over the Jury: Theſe Juſtices 
aſked the ſame under Sheriff, or his Deputy, 


how he happen d to alter that Liſt, after he had 


fummon'd the People before? He ſeemed very 


"backward to declare it; but the Juſtices inſiſted 
upon his declaring the whole Truth, up-

on the Oath he had taken, and then he gave 
the following Account. 

$ 4. About the proper Time of Summoning 
the ſuries to attend at the Seſſions; Mr. 
C--rr--r's. domeſtic Servant brought a Let- 
ter, directed to the under Sheriff or his Deputy, 
the Contents of which were to this Purport. 
« Sir, By my Maſter's Orders, I herewith: fend 

« you a Liſt of thoſe Perſons you are to put upon

with this Anſwer. The under Sheriff then 
thought to avoid any more Applications, it would 
be better ro ſummon a Jury immediately ac- 
cording to Law; which he then did : Soon at- 
ter which, a ſecond Letter was brought to the 
under Sheriff or his Deputy, from the ſame 
Perſon, by Mr. C -rr s Servant, in which it 
was inſiſted, that the Perſons mention d in the 
former Letter ſhould be ſummon'd. To this the 
under Sheriff anſwer d, that he had already ſent 
out the Summons, in the proper and legal Way, 
and that he neither could, nor durxſt then alter it. 
Both theſe Letters lien'd by Mr. C--rre-'s Clerk, 
with the Liſt of the Names of the Perſons, were read

in the open Court by Mr. Thomas Pulleyn, Clerk 
of the Peace, in the Preſence of the two accus'd 
Perſons, and in their Hearing. Mr. C--rr--r 


faid in his Defence or Anſwer, Thar he could nor 


help his Clerk doing a wrong Thing: But was 
it probable his Clerk durſt make uſe of his Ma- 
ſter's Name without Orders? Or durſt any of 
his Domeſtics have taken a Journey of above 20 
Miles upon his Maſter's Hotſe, unknown to his 


Maſter; and repeat it a ſecond Time? Mr. 


C--rr--r was then aſk'd to produce his Clerk; 
but replied, that he #new not where he was: 
being aſk d a ſecond Time, and in a ſtronger 
Manner, replicd, upon his Honour be knew not 


_ wohither his Clerk was gone. Upon which, I 


more directly in Court, that Mr. C--rr--r ſent 
's Clerk about an Hour before, to Dr. Richard- 
ſon's at North Bierley, about two Hiles from Brad- 
ford; and order d him to let no Per fon know whi- 
ther he was going; and not to ſtir from thence 
Till be (Mr. C--rr--r) ſhould fend for bim. The 
Witneſs that I produc d in Court, happen'd to 
overhear Mr C--rr--7 give his Clerk theſe Orders; 


and it appear'd afterwards that the Clerk was

Mr. C- rr. being diſappointed of his Deſign 
in both theſe Attempts, as abovemention'd, and the 


Time for opening the Seſſions approaching, Mr. 
C--rr--r, and ſederal other Juſtices, came to 


Bradford on the Eyeying before the Seſſions be- 
gan. Mr. C r-Y and a Gentleman of his 


Neighbourhood, went that very Evening of their 
Arrival to the under Sheriff or his Deputy's O&- 
fice ; and there made the under Sheriff or his

Deputy ſtribe as many Names out of the Liſt of | 
thoſe, who had been legally ſummon d, as they 
thought proper, and to add as many out of the 
Liſt mentioned in the Letters as aforeſaid, to ma 
up the Number again.

Altho' the deceaſed Juſtice denied his having 
any Knowledge of the Letters ſent by his Clerk; 
yet it is plain, he ordered his Clerk to write em 
and ſend that Liſt; becauſe he in Perſon, toge- 
ther with his Neighbour, referred to that Lift, 
and made the under Sheriff alter the Pannel ac- 
cording to it. | 
Theſe Things being made appear in Court, 
one of the Juſtices (I think it was Sir John Lifter 
Kaye, Bart.) moved the Court, that an Infor- 
mation ſhould, by Order of Seſſions, be moved 
for in the King's Pench againſt the above two 
Perſons ; but was not carried into Execution, or 
at leaſt I never heard what Puniſhment was in- 
flicted upon them. I muſt alſo remark, that 
never were ſeen ſo many Juſtices at theſe. com- 
mon Seſſions before; there being 22, out of which 
there were only four or five of Sir Miless Friends, 
who uſed to attend in a general Way. But what 
made ſo many of che Juſtices of Sir Rowlands 
Party go ſo far out of their reſpective Diſtricts, 
I muſt leave the Reader to judge.

On Friday, November 22, 1745. about Noon, 
an Expreſs arriv'd at the Guild-Hall in the City 
of 7ork, to acquaint the Lord Mayor, that the 
Van Guard of the Highland Army was arriv'd 
at Kendal; but that it was uncertain, whe- 
ther they would take the 7orkſhire or the Lan- 
caſbire Rout: If the firſt, then they muſt have 
march'd thro” the Lordſhip of Nuby, in which 
Manor, my two Eſtates of Birkwith and South- 


Houſe lie, where I had Rent to the amount of

120 J. Sterling, due to me from the Michael naſi- 
Day preceeding. 7 Ih 
As I went to the Guild-Hall frequently, with 
moſt of the Gentlemen in Town, to hear what 
Accounts were brought by the Expreſſes, which 
from Time to Time arrivd, a Perſon being de- 
tach'd at the public Expence for that Purpoſe; I 
could not be very well pleagd at the Danger of 
looſing all, or any Part of this Money, and there- 
fore 1 ſtared the Cale, before the Gentlemen then 
preſent, and to the Recorder of ork allo, and 
deſir'd their Advice, what ſhould be done in 
ſuch a Dilemma: The Recorder, replied, Thar 
it was fo nice a Calc, he could ſcarce tell how to 
direct me; for ſays he, I you are perſwaded to 
go, and ſhould be taken Priſoner by any of the 
Highlanders, and /ujfer by it, you perhaps might 
throw the Elame upon thoſe who advis'd you to go. 
To this I anſwer'd, That T ſhould never, in any 
Cafe, find Fault with a Perſon for his Advice, 
when given with a good Intent; but to avoid any 
 Cawil on that Score, I would only ask him, what 
he would do, was he in my Situation? He repli- 
cad, be would poſt away, and be there before em. 
= Mell then, ſaid I, I'll ſtart to Morrow Morning 
4 for that Purpoſe; and ſo we parted. 

As at this Time the City Gates were lock d up 
at Ten o Clock at Night, and not open'd again 
ill a little before Sun-riſe in the Morning; and 

as the Place I was to go to, was diſtant 5 com- 
puted Miles from Votk; the Roads bad, and Days 
ſhort; I could not pretend to go it in one Day, 
unleſs I ſet out before the uſual Time of opening 
wdꝛnhe City Gates, and as that could not be done 
; . . = with- 
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without an Order from the Lord Mayor, I pub- 


lickly defir'd that Favour of him (who as well as 


others, had heard the Reaſons of my going) and 
my Requelt was granted; and the Lord Mayor 


then ſent one of his domeſtic Officers, to the Of- 


ficer who was to be upon Guard that Night, with 


Orders to permit me to go out of the Gates, at 
what Hour I pleas'd next Morning. 
As knew ſeveral Perſons in !ork had Dealings 


in Settle and Skipton; I ofter'd, if they had any 
Letters, or ſmall Parcels, that my Man ſhould 
carry em; but, by good Luck (as Things turn'd 
out afterwards) they had none to ſend. 


Now let me appeal to the impartial part of 
Mankind, Whether I had not a ſufficient Reaſon 


for going? and, Whether any Perſon could have 


taken more prudent or cautious Steps than] did? 
Was I then about to carry either Bills, Moncy or 
Letters, to any in the Highland Army, as D. 
Su, P. il. n and ſome others gave out; can 


any Man ſuppoſe me to be lo great an Idcot, and 


lo void of common Senſe, as to tell it openly to the 


whole Town? If my Party Enemies had, in the 
leaſt ſuſpected me, why did they not ſtop me at 
the City Gates? The Improbability of my car- 


rying any of theſe, was acknowledg'd, when I 
was examin d at the Cock-Pit, on the 7 of May 
following. 


I accordingly fet out next Morning, being Sa. 


turday the 23; but not ſo ſoon as I propos'd, 


on Account of the heavy Rain, which continu'd 


till near Seven o Clock, and did not quite ecaſe 
ill after Sun-rile, FE 
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It would be needleſs to relate all the Particulars 
of my Journey, till I got to Settle, which was 
between nine and ten o'Clock in the fame Exen- 
ing, when and where an Expreſs juſt went thro' 
the Town, for rhe Welt of Jorꝶſbire, and brought 
the Account of the Highlanders having taken the 
Rout towards Lanca/ter. Upon this, I wrote to 
the Recorder and wy Wife, by next Morning's 
Poſt, to acquaint em therewith; and that I pro- 
pos'd to be at Home on Tue/day or Wedneſday 
following, if 1 could get my Tenants and Work- 
men together. | 
This very Day, I went to Hornby, which is 
the neareſt Market Town to my Eſtate; where I 
could have any tollerable Accommodation. But 
as ill Luck wou'd have it, here was I taken Pri- 
ſoper as my Barber was thaving me art my lun, 
by a Parry of rhe Highland Army, who had 
conducted Lord Elcho and other Gentlemen, to 
Hornby Caſtle, to dine and lee the Place. Ir 


cou'd not be Curioſity that led me hither, becauſe 


the Expreſs of the Night before, did aflure me, 
thar the Highlander“ Rout was at lealt 12 
Miles from that Place — And I cou'd prove, if 
requir'd, by the Oaths of feveral honeſt Men, 
that I had not the leaſt Intelligence of this Party. 
then return'd ro Settle that Night, where my 
Tenants and Workmen were waiting for me ag— 
cording to Order, at my Inn The Workmen, 


. wo had been building and repairing the Houles 
and Out-Houſes, were all paid; and Mr. #/litam 


Hall, my Tenants, and I then ſettled Accounts, 
and I had the whole of the Ballance, to the A- 


mount of about 60 Pounds, in either Bills or Mos 


n cy: 
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ney 4 Mr. Hall. Theſe Bills I had Money 


for, from ſeveral Inhabitants of Zorꝶ, after my Re- 


turn from Settle, which I left next Morning, and 
got to 2ork that N ight, about nine o clock. 

I have been a little more particular about my 
Tenants and Workmen; becauſe ſome here, ac- 
cording to their uſual Candour, gave it out, that 
Ihad no legal Buſineſs in that Country. But if 


this had been the Caſe, or my Enemies had ſuſpect- 


ed any ill Deſign; as my Return was publickly 
known, Why was I not ſciz'd on 1the Road, or as 
ſoon as I arriv d: 

Upon my being ſeen (altho' a Priloner) with 
the Highlanders, a Quaker, one B--r6--k of Settle 
(who abounded more with the evil Spirit and 
Malice, than Meckneſs and Truth) ſent che News 
Expreſs to Zorꝶ, which not a little ſurpriz'devery 
one; my Friends wich Concern leſt the High- 
anders ſhould hurt me; and my Enemies with 
Foy, in Hopes that now they ſhould have a Pre- 
rence of doing me an Injury with Impunity. | 
This Piece of News made my Wife apprehen- 
five, that an Order might be given to the Guards 
at Micklegate Bar to ſeize me as I ſhould enter 
the City; and as ſhe had often heard me declare 
that, were thoſe People to uſe me in the ſame ille- 
gal Manner they had uſed other People, that I 
would ſhoot the firſt Man who ſhonld attack me; 
and as ſhe allo ſaw me charge my Piſtols, before J 
went (according to my Cuſtom when I go a Jour- 
ney) and knew my reſolute Diſpoſition; ſhe was 
afraid, if theſe Men ſhould attempt to ſtop and 
ſeize me, that I ſhould be as good as my Word; 
and therefore, lent a Perſon o our of the Bar to de- 

fire, 
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fire, in Caſe of ſuch an Attempt, that I would 
not offer to make any Reſiſtance. * 

My. Wife, before ſhe ſent this Perſon to meet 
me, was reſolv'd to aſk ſome Perſon's Advice, 
(whoſe Integrity and Judgment ihe could depend 
upon in ſuch a Cafe) whether ſhe thould fend or 
not; which was ſoon agreed to. This I pgv'd 
upon Oath before the Lord Mayor of ork, and 
ſome other Juſtices. 

As I had one of my Men Servants wich me, 
and the other was out upon Buſineſs, my Wife 
did not know who to cmploy; the ar length 
thought to ſend one Petty, but he was not then 
to be found; therefore ſhe ſent one #obrnſon, 
who met me at the South End of Dring-hbouſes, 
and told me what my Wife requeſted oft me; I 
made him no other Return, than to enquire how 
his Wife did, who (at the ſame Time was m 
Patient) he told me, that he ſhould be glad if 
TI would go that Night to fee het. I begg'd to 
be excus'd as it was ſo late, and as I was fo tir'd 
unleſs her Situation requir'd it, and that I deſir'd 
he would come or ſend to my Houſe, and 1 
would preſcribe for her, ſince he had told me, 
how her Diſorder had alter'd af: er I had (cen her; 
he then reply'd, that as it would be ſo much our 
of his way, he would be oblig'd to me, to call 
at any public Houſe and give him Directions; F 
calld, preſcrib'd, and then went an to my own 
Houſe. The Preſcription, he that Night gave to 
his Servant to carry to the Apothecary, who 
kept it upon the Files as uſual. The Patient 
after this Preſcription recover'd --- This was af- 
terwards mention'd as an aggravating Circum-

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ſtance, or rather as they would have it, a Proof 


that I mult have been upon treaſonable Buſineſs, 


for right or wrong, it muſt be a Plot, becauſe 
there was a Papilt concern'd, or becauſe they 
knew not what to make of it. 


At my return Home, my Wife and ſome Com- 
pany the had with her, told me the Report and 


Hurry that was occaſion d by this Quaker: up- 
on which, I tent immediately to acquaint tho 


Recorder vith my Arrival; who ſaid he deſir d 
to ſee me that Night, if convenient; and not- 


withſtanding. I was fa wearied, I went and over 
a Bottle of Wine, told him every Thing that had 
befell me, and farther, agreed to go with him the 
next Morning, to our then Archbiſhop, Dr. Tho- 
mas Her, i ins the Hour was appointed for that 
Purpoſe, but before that Time came as one of 
the Archbiſhop's Servants rode by the Recorder's 
Houle; the Recorder call d to him, and aſſ d it 
his Grace was at Home, but the Servant ſaid that 
his Maſter was coming to dine in Town. Up-

Having now given the Reader a full and fair
